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ack Freedman and Jamie Ali are in the 
business of putting a little magic into 
everyone’s lives. 

Whether it’s a smile or a laugh, the two 
Upland-area men want to make sure everyone 
has an opportunity to escape the drab and 
sometimes frightening reality of the world. 
They provide fantasy trips for an hour. 

Freedman and Ali have been magicians for 
most of their lives. 

“V’ve been one since | was 12. | got hustled 
into it but now | enjoy it,” Freedman said. 
“Like magician Harry Blackstone Jr. said, 
magicians are actors playing the parts of 
magicians.” 

Although knowledge of various tricks is 
important, the presentation is essential, 
Freedman said. 

“Anyone can learn the tricks. You have to 
know how to present them,” he said. 

The two magicians delight at the prospect 
of bringing smiles to young and old. 

Although he has spent the past 21 years 
learning magic while juggling a family life and 
his carpet business, Freedman said he still 
wants to acquire more knowledge about his 
favorite hobby and sideline job. 

He currently is taking a home study course 
in prestidigitation and showmanship. 

Freedman said he combines comedy 


routines with his magic for the many children’s 
birthday parties and banquets he has played. 

“Magic is very popular right now because 
of Blackstone and Copperfield (David). Doug 
Henning also has made it more popular by 
appearing on television,” Freedman said. 

But Freedman doesn’t work alone during 
his 40-minute act. Harry, a brown dwarf rabbit, 
and 11 white doves are his assistants in 
various shows. 

Freedman and Ali are members of the 
Magic Arts Guild of Cucamonga, which has a 
membership of 100. They affectionately call 
themselves, the ‘Bear Gulch Mystics or 
mistakes.” 

“We're just a bunch of guys who are 
magicians but who want to learn more,” 
Freedman said. ‘We help each other but we 
never tell our secrets because it wouldn’t be 
fun. People like to be fooled. They like to 
believe there is fantasy.” 

It may be magic, but not every trick works. 
“When they don’t, you keep working through 
them. | also keep the car running and a driver 
behind the wheel,”’ Freedman said witha 
laugh. 

Every magicians has a favorite trick or 
trademark, Freedman said. 

“t envy some of the tricks other magicians 
do but | would never try and do them. The 


ultimate trick is Blackstone’s floating light 
bulb. I’d love to do that but because it’s his 
trademark | won’t, even if | knew how he does 
it,” he said. 

One of his favorite tricks is the “build a 
rabbit” trick. He asks children to collect parts 
of a rabbit from the air and to throw them to 
him. He then combines them in a box. Low and 
behold, old Harry pops out. 

Ali, too, has a favorite trick. His ‘‘paper 
tear,” which ends up a paper hat has become 
his trademark. 

“It’s really a very simple trick but the kids 
love it. | have more fun doing that one than any 
of my other tricks or routines,” Ali said. “Kids 
are the best audience in the world. They’re the 
ultimate test for a magician.” 

Another favorite of Ali’s is a coloring book 
routine in which children are asked to pinch a 
color off their clothes and throw it onto a blank 
book. With a slight twist of the hand and a few 
magic words, the book comes alive with color. 

Freedman and Ali said they only do family 
oriented shows. “Card tricks are very hard with 
kids because they’ll forget what card they 
picked up,” Freedman said with a laugh. 

The valley magicians agree they have a lot 
of competition. “Southern California is a 
magician’s mecca. There are so many 
Magicians around here,” Ali said.

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Candidates file campaign financial statements

Of all the people seeking 
election to Rancho Cucamonga 
School District’s on the Nov. 5 
ballot, only one candidate for the 
governing board of the Chaffey 
College District has raised and 
spent over $500. 

Candidates in school, fire and 
water districts filed campaign 
finance statements this week 
with the San Bernardino County 
Registrar of Voters. 

Most candidates in Rancho 
Cucamonga had spent less than 
$500 by the end of the first filing 
period, Sept. 17, and therefore 
where able file short forms 
which don’t require listing of 
receipts and expenditures. 

Those who filed the short form 
for the rest of this year do not 
have to file another form as long 
as they don’t raise more than 
$500. Several candidates each 
election first file the short form 
through Dec. 31 and then end up 
having to file a long form before 
the year’s end because they 
raise more than $500, said 
Registrar Dorothy Parrish. 

No one has raised or spent 
$500 or more thus far in the 
races for school board seats in 
the Alta Loma, Central, 
Etiwanda, Mountain View, 


Upland and Ontario-Montclair 
school districts. 

In addition, no candidates for 
seats on the governing boards of 
the Foothill Fire Protection 
District, Monte Vista Water 
District and Cucamonga County 
Water District have yet raised or 
spent $500, according to the 
campaign finance statements. 

Paul Saldana became the first 
candidate for the governing 
board of the Chaffey College 
District this year to report 
spending more than $500 when 
he filed a required campaign 
finance statement three days 
late last Thursday. 

The chairman of Rancho 
Cucamonga’s Community 
Advisory Commission reported 
to the San Bernardino County 
Registrar of Voters office that he 
raised and spent $1,000 as of 
Sept. 17. 


Saldana said he expected to 
pay a $30 fine for the three days 
delay in filing. 

When Saldana had not filed a 
statement by the deadline Sept. 
23, the registrar's office 
presumed that he, along with 
two other candidates who failed 
to file a report by the deadline, 
intended to spend $500 or more 
before the Nov. 5 election but 
had not yet reached that amount. 


lf a candidate intends to raise 
more than $500 but has not done 
so by the deadline he or she- 
need not file a statement until 
the $500 amount is reached, 
according to Parrish. 


The registrar’s office had not 
received campaign finance 
statements from Saldana, John 
Dunlap and James Barton by the 
Sept. 23 deadline. Barton and 
Dunlap had informed Parrish by 
telephone that they intended to 
raise $500 later in the campaign 
but had not yet reached that 
amount. 


The other candidates, Mark 
David Gibboney and William 
Bescoby filed short forms 
indicating they had not raised 
$500 yet. 


Saldana said he was willing to 
pay the $10 per day in fines for 
the late filing but he blamed the 
delay on information received 
from the Secretary of State’s 
office. 


He could not file a statement 
until the state had issued his 
political campaign committee an 
identification number, he said. 

Saldana was told by the 
Registrar of Voters office later 
that a statement was required by 
Sept. 23, with or without an 
identification number, if his

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District unification

The unification of the Upland 
School District could be the 
beginning of the end for the 
Chaffey Joint Union High School 
District, an educational 
consultant said recently. 

Asked after meeting with 
Chaffey administrators if 
unification in Upland could 
cause other kindergarten-eighth 
grade school districts in the 
West Valley to do the same — in 
essence destroying the CJUHSD 
— John Stallings, a University of 
Southern California professor 
and educational consultant, 
said, “It certainly could.” 

Stallings and his associates 
are preparing a study for the 
county on the effects unification 
would have. 

Stallings met with unification 
backers at Pioneer Junior High 
School in Upland recently. 

It was mainly, administrators 
and school board members who 
attended the CJUUHSD session at 
the district offices later that 
week. — 

“Both were very proud of their 
schools. That’s good to hear,” 
Stallings said of the hearings. 

“Neither was 
uncomplimentary about the 
other. Even Upland doesn’t say 
Chaffey’s educational system is 
lousy,’’ Stallings said. 

Upland School District 
currently offers kindergarten 
through eighth-grade education. 

Chaffey provides instruction 
at West Valley public high 
schools, excluding Fontana and 
Chino, which are part of other 
unified districts. 

Chaffey Superintendent Mike 
Dirksen said if unification comes 
about, ‘‘the Upland people will 
be surprised at the time they will 
have to devote to 9-12 (grades) at 
the expense of K-8.”’ 

The Chaffey district offers 
existing “specialization” in high 
school education which is not 
currently present at Upland, 
Dirksen said. 

Continuation and special 
education schools, which are 
already part of the Chaffey 
system, would have to be 
established for high school-aged 

students in Upland if unification 
came about, said Robert Murphy, 
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Chaffey’s business services 
director. 


“If a system works, don’t fix it. 


It’s been working for 75 years,” 
Murphy said of the Chaffey 
district. 

The county education 
committee, before making a 
recommenaation on unification 
to the state Board of Education 
will hold public hearings early 
next year, Stallings said. 

If the state board approves 
unification, the issue will go to 
the ballot for all registered 
voters residing within the 
Chaffey district. 

It is highly unlikely voters 
could see a measure on the 
ballot by November 1986, 
Dirksen said. 

The consultants will not 
collect any more public 


comment before presenting their 
unification study to the county. 


The first draft of the report 
should be completed by mid- 
November, Stallings said. 
Besides public testimony, th 
consultants have relied on 


background materials collected 


at the districts for their study, 
but Stallings said this week’s 
hearings were helpful.

Finding a new 40-acre site (the 
state guideline), planning a 
school and building could take 
as long as three years, he said. 


Ray Sarrio, a Chaffey board 
member, noted that the Upland 
board could not apply for state 
school building funds until the 
unification vote, further delaying 
construction. 

While there is a move 
statewide toward unification, 
Stallings said a number of high 
school districts have managed 
to survive.

Upland city officials are ready 
to hear from the public 
concerning a proposed mobile 
home park rent control 
ordinance. 

On Monday the council 
scheduled an Oct. 29 special 
meeting to deal solely with the 
proposal. The meeting will be at 
7 p.m. in City Hall. 

City Attorney Don Maroney 
reviewed and refined the 
ordinance to include a provision 
allowing for council review if 
park owners or tenants 
disagreed with an arbitrator's 
decision involving rent 
increases. 


Park owners also can include 
the present market value of the 
mobile home property to justify 
any increases, Maroney said in 
the ordinance. 

“There are many areas in 
which some amendments could 
be made without offending the 
constitutionality of the 
ordinance ... | would be glad to 
have any suggestions that you 
wish to make either for the 
purpose of making the ordinance 
more understandable or more 
workable for those who are 
going to function within its 
framework,” the city attorney 
wrote in acover letter to the 
proposal. 

Despite the minor changes, 


Maroney said he believes the 
ordinance, if approved, should 
hold up in court. 

The council asked for the 
changes because of a recent 
state Supreme Court decision 
against an ordinance from the 
city of Westminster. 

The court ruled the Orange 
County city placed too much 
authority in the hands of an 
arbitrator to handle rent 
disputes. The proposed Upland 
ordinance relies exclusively on 
the use of an arbitrator. 

Conclusions and findings by 
the arbitrator in any case are 
binding, but owners or tenants 
can appeal the decision to the 
council within 10 days.

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Cars often fail to 
heed stop signs 
on school buses

“You’re supposed to stop,” a 
student yelled at the driver of a 
white station wagon, which 
had just weaved between a 
crowd of youths on a Rancho 
Cucamonga street like a slalom 
skier. 

“They never stop,” another 
pupil replied. 

Looking on in horror was bus 
driver Betty Zittle, who had just 
flicked a switch turning on the 
flashing red lights that signal 
motorists to stop. 

But each time Zittle pulled 
the handle opening the 
vehicle’s double doors, she 
sent the Etiwanda High School 
students off to meet an 
uncertain fate. 

It was National School Bus 
Safety Week, but West Valley 
motorists didn’t seem to be 
celebrating. 

“It’s really a bad situation,” 
said Zittle, who has been 
driving a bus with the Chaffey 
Joint Union High School 
District for four years. 

“| don’t have a real theory on 
why people run them,” said 
Dave Gebing, the school pupil 
safety officer with the 
California Highway Patrol’s 
Ontario office. 

“It’s a pretty bad problem. |

don’t know if drivers don’t see 
the lights, are not aware of the 
laws or just don’t flat stop, but, 
yeah, it’s a problem,” Gebing 
said. 

According to the California 
Vehicle Code, drivers coming 
in either direction of a school 
bus flashing its red lights are 
supposed to stop. 

Since it is a minor infraction, 
the worst those cited for 
violating the law would face is 
a small fine, Gebing said. 

But if the carelessness 
resulted in injury, there could 
be enough cause for a reckless 
driving charge and the death of 
a student could be grounds for 
manslaughter, he said. 

There has not been a rash of 
injuries or deaths as a result of 
motorists not obeying the 
school bus law, but one 
casualty would be too many, 
according to Gebing. 


“It’s one of those situations 
where it would only take one 
time,” he said. 

School bus drivers are 
“doing a good job ... making 
darn sure no one is running 
one of the kids over,”’ he said. 


Elementary and junior high 
schoolchildren are escorted 
across the street by bus drivers 
while the lights are flashing. 


But according to state 
statute, the same comfort does 
not have to be afforded to high 
school-aged students. 


The threat the teenage riders 
are up against has got the bus 
drivers worried, Zittle said.

A degenerative disease of the 
central nervous system, ALS is 
characterized by muscle atrophy 
starting in the limbs and 
spreading to the rest of the 
body. 

Two of every 100,000 people 
are suspected as having ALS. It 
has been difficult to determine 
exactly how many suffer from 
the disease because it is often 
misdiagnosed. 

Besides former New York 
Yankee Lou Gehrig, actor David 
Niven died as a result of ALS. 
Former New York Senator Jacob 
Javits is currently battling the 
disease. 

James said the worst thing 
about ALS is the inability to 
know what will happen next. 

“You can’t predict,” he said.

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Archibald Avenue 
project contract 
awarded by R.C.

The Rancho Cucamonga City 
Council last week awarded the 
contracts for the $2.3 million 
project to reconstruct tne 
roadway and lay a sewer line 
along Archibald Avenue. 

The contracts were approved 
Sept. 24 for the low bidders 
subject to signatures by water 
district officials who were out of 
town Tuesday and could not sign 
the documents. 

“We have a verbal agreement 
so there shouldn’t be any 
problem,” said City Manager 
Lauren Wasserman after the 
council vote. 

With councilmen Jeff King 
and Dick Dahl absent at the time 
of the vote, the council voted 3-0 
to award a contract for 
$2,178,035 to T.A. Rivard for 
sewer and street construction, a 
$34,250 contract to C.G. 
Engineering for construction 
staking and a $44,700 contract to 
LaBelle Consultants for 
materials testing. 

The six-month project involves 
a 3.5-mile stretch of the main 
thoroughfare between Fourth 
Street and Base Line Road. 

Construction is being 
administered by the city under a 
joint agreement with the 
Cucamonga County Water 
District which is paying for the 
sewer line. 

A dispute over how the costs 
would be shared delayed the 
award of the contracts for more 
than a month. 

City Engineer Lloyd Hubbs 
said construction will probably 
begin in mid-October. 

“We want to work around the 
wine festival (at Cucamonga- 
Guasti Regional Park beginning 
Oct. 10) so | don’t think we'll 
start any significant work wntil 
that’s over with,” Hubbs said. 

He said that the city will hold 
a public information meeting on 
the project for Archibald Avenue 
merchants sometime in the next 
few weeks. A date for the public ~ 
meeting has not been set yet.

The business on Sixth Street in 
Cucamonga processed 16,071 5937 
pounds of cans last year and paid out 
$5,574,907 to those who brought the 
used aluminum in, Pearce said. 

There are approximately 23 aluminum 
pop or beer cans in each pound and 
Reynolds currently pays from 16-cents 
to 24-cents per pound depending on the 
amount of pounds turned in, he said. 
The price per pound used to be around 
30-cents but there is presently an 
overabundance of aluminum on the 
market forcing the price down. 

The average visitor to the plant turns 
in 30 Ibs. of cans for $5 and the process 
of weighing the cans and paying the 
collector takes only a few minutes, 
Pearce said. 

“| come by every few months with 
cans from home,” Bamond said. “It’s a 
little money for my son’s savings 
account.” 

Others make a partial living driving a 
regular route to area restaurants and 
apartment buildings collecting cans in 














the back of a pick up truck. Someone 
turning in 500 pounds of cans collects 
$120 at the recycling center, Pearce 
said. 

Reynold’s Rancho Cucamonga plant 
processes aluminum cans from all over 
Southern California and Arizona, many 
of which arrive trucks that are unloaded 
by machines that pick up and dump 
large trailers. 

The cans are then sent through a 
magnetic separator since aluminum is 
not magnetic, the older steel cans are 
removed, Pearce said. 

Cans are then shredded into 
popcorn-size pellets that are poured 
into a railroad side car for shipment to 
one of the smelters in Texas, Alabama 
or Virginia. 

At the smelters, the pellets are 
melted into ingots, flattened into 
sheets and resold as can stock to the 
soda pop and beer producers, Pearce 
said. 

“From the time the can is bought to 
the time it is recycled and back on the 
shelf, it can be as little as six weeks,” 
Pearce said. 

Recycling of aluminum is considered 
an “energy saving bank’ because in 
recycling aluminum Reynolds saves 95 
percent of the cost of mining new 
Bauxite for new aluminum, he said. 

With the overabundance of supply on 
the market, some people such as an 
Alta Loman who asked not to be 
identified, said it almost isn’t worth it 
to save the cans. The man was paid 
$1.50 for cans saved at his home over 
three months. 

Pearce said the drop in price has 
resulted in some can collectors storing 
their hauls until the market offers a 
better rate. 1

Q. My daughter has a terrible 
temper. She is 3 years old and 
will actually scream through 
gritted teeth when something 
frustrates her. 

We have tried to get her to 
stop this because the noise is 
very loud. | don’t want her doing 
this when she starts school. 

Have you any suggestions? 

A. It isn’t unusual for fuses to 
be pretty short when children are 
young. 

Two factors come to mind in 
connection with displays of 
temper — they often attract 
attention, and adult responses to 


them may encourage children to 
continue, and even accelerate 
this attention-getting device in 
frequency and intensity. 

One parental approach that is 
sometimes effective is to try 
ignoring the outbursts. It tsn’t 
easy, but as long as the child is 
in no danger of harm, in time it 
might pay off. 

Various situations can bring 
on frustrations and consequent 
screaming and crying of young 
children. Toys that don’t work, 
promises not kept, discomfort 
related to food, clothing, heat or 
tiredness, or expectations that 
are unrealistic are among 
reasons for losing control. 
Efforts to remove the causes

Few places in the United 
States is that trend as visible as 
@ in the rapidly growing “hotel 
7 row” just north of Ontario 
7 \nternational Airport. 

“Segmenting has been 
occurring in the industry very 
ferociously in the last five 
years,” said Samuel Sansome, 
director of operations for 
Compris Hotel Systems. “‘It is 
evident in the new products ... in 
middle market.” 

Compris, which expects to 
open its fifth hotel west of 
Vineyard between D and G 
streets in April, is the Doubletree 
luxury hotel chain’s entry into 
the mid-priced market. 

“All the companies are 
looking at gaining some more 
market share,” Sansome said. 

The easiest place to do that is 
the mid-priced market. Studies 
used in formulating the Compris 
concept say 50 percent of the 
hotel market is in mid-priced 
lodging, yet hotel construction 
in the last decade has 
concentrated on the luxury and 
budget markets. 

' And the big boys of the hotel 
industry are segmenting in a big

“Holiday Inn, for example,” 
said Kenneth Nelson, a Newport 
Beach developer who is general

“They used to build the 
standard Holiday Inn room, not 
quite as standard as McDonalds, 
and every place you went you 
knew what you were getting.”

Oxley is president of 
InterSuite Management, the 
Lexington affiliate that runs the 
hotels, and called suites “the 
hottest concept in the industry.” 

Quoting a recent trade journal, 
he said 2 percent of the market 
is now in hotel suites. “In the 
next few years, 20 ta 25 percent 
of the market will be in the suite 
concept.” 

A current stumbling block is 
the impression of a suite. “Most 
people think a suite is only for 
rich people,” Oxley said. “We 
feel like we can be affordable to 
the average person.” 

To do that, Lexington has cut 
out banquet rooms and similar 
high-overhead facilities. 

Oxley thinks customers will 
flock in once the impression is 
changed. “I think our type of 
product has appeal for a lot of 
different people out there,” 
Oxley said. : 

Some families prefer suites 
because they can get one room 
for the kids and another for 
themselves, plus a kitchenette. 
“1t’s much more of a home-like 
feeling,” Oxley said. 

The difference is primarily on 
the inside, however.

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Public is key to 
apprehension of 
serial murderers 
By Lori Moody 







Serial murders have become a 
“national nightmare,” says 
District Attorney Dennis 
Kottmeier. 

Subsequently law. 
enforcement continually looks to 
the public for information to 
battle these and other types of 
crimes, Kottmeier and Santa 
Cruz County District Attorney Art 
Danner said Friday at a press 
conference kicking off the 13th 
annual WeTip National 
Convention. 

The topic of the press 
conference comes just a month 
after the arrest of aman 
suspected in the Night Stalker 
attacks, a series of murders, 
rapes and other crimes occurring 
in San Francisco and Los 
Angeles and Orange counties. 

Richard Ramirez, 25, was 
arrested Aug. 31 after he was 
chased down by residents ina 
East Los Angeles neighborhood 
where he allegedly tried to steal 
a car. 

Danner was the chief 
prosecutor in the so-called 
Trailside murder case and other 
serial slayings. In the Trailside 
case, seven slayings occurring 
between October 1980 and May 
1981 in Northern California were 
linked through ballistics. Each of 
the victims had been shot in the 
head. 

Serial murderers are mobile, at 
times crossing city and even 
state lines, selecting victims ina 
pattern apparent only to the 
killers, Danner said. 

The killers “size up” the 
victim’s vulnerabilities and 
“exploit every weakness,”’ he 
said, adding that they have no 
compunction where and when 
the victim is killed. 

One of the “most frightening” 
characteristic is that often serial 
killers appear normal and can co- 
exist in society without 
detection, Danner said. 

During the period of the 
Trailside murders, there was a 
high level of anxiety in the 
community, Danner said. And 
there was “no question” the 
killer would strike again, Danner 
said. 

In May 1981 a break in the 
Case occurred when authorities 
linked David Joseph Carpenter, a 
51-year-old grandfather, with a 
20-year-old woman who had been 
reported missing, Danner said. 

Last October, two juries in Los 
Angeles convicted Carpenter but 
the case is pending in Marin 
County, Danner said. 

Danner said Carpenter is a 
Suspect in a number of other 
killings. Three months after his 
arrest, authorities found the 
remains of a 17-year-old girl who 
worked as a teller at Carpenter’s 
bank, Danner said. 

Both Danner and Kottmeier 
Stressed the importance of the 
role the public plays by 
Providing tips to investigators.

Carlisle entered in 
lroman competition 


KAILUA-KONA, Hawaii — Alan 
Carlisle of Upland will be among 
the 1,000 top-caliber endurance 
triathletes from 45 states and 35 
foreign countries entered in the 
1985 Ironman Triathlon World 
Championship on Oct. 26. 

The competitors will begin 
their arduous journey — a 2.4- 
mile ocean swim, 112-mile bike 
race and a 26.2-mile marathon 
race to the finish line — at at 7 
a.m. 

Long recognized as the 
world’s most grueling sports 
event, the Ironman originally 
attracted only a handful of 
“eccentric” athletes in 1978. 
Since then, it has grown ata 
phenomenal rate with nearly 
3,500 entry applications received 
this year alone. 

Entry into the Ironman is 


gained by either: 1) meeting 
strict qualifying times in the 
1984 race; 2) winning one of 52 
qualifying races; 3) placing in the 
top three in an age group at the 
lronman international 
championship in New Zealand or 
Japan; 4) meeting foreign 
qualifications or 5) being one of 
the 200 selected in the lottery 
held in April. 


All entrants of the 1985 event 
must complete all three legs of 
competition within 17 hours. 


In the 1984 Ironman, Dave 
Scott of Davis clinched his 
unprecedented fourth Ironman 
crown in 8:54.20, shaving 11 
seconds off his 1983 time.

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Vitamin news tough to swallow

For anyone who thinks each 
purchase of vitamin 
supplements is tantamount to 
taking out a nutritional 
insurance policy, it’s a bitter pill 
to swallow: 

What you see on the label is 
not necessarily what you get. 

Such is the warning of Patrick 
Quillin, a registered dietitian 
with a doctorate in nutrition who 
fancies himself somewhat of a 
contemporary Upton Sinclair. 

Quillin insists that misleading 
advertisements, missing 
ingredients and the absence of 
vitamin controls have spawned a 
business nearly as scandalous 
as the meat industry described 
in Sinclair's “The Jungle.” 

“Sinclair was trying to expose 
the working conditions in the 
meat-packing plants,” said 
Quillin. “By doing so, he 
changed the meat-packing laws. 
I’m saying there could be a few 
people dying and many not 
getting what they should from 
vitamins.” 

Quillin, 34, may be a voice in 
the wilderness — more 
outspoken than the garden- 
variety vitamin critic, to be sure. 
But he comes by his knowledge 
from personal experience, as a 
consultant to more than one 
vitamin manufacturing firm. A 
graduate of San Diego State 
University, Northern Illinois 
University and Kensington 
University — with degrees in 
foods and nutrition, human 
nutrition and nutrition education 


Killing with kindness Is too

Q. | have a wonderful mother, 
but she is killing my children 
with kindness. Well, not exactly, 
although it is coming pretty 
close. She loves my children, but 
one way in which she shows her 
affection is in giving them 
presents whenever she comes to 
visit. 

Every time it is the same thing 
— candy. | tell her it is harmful 
to their teeth and their general 
health, but she just will not 
change her ways. Her response 
is that there was always candy 
around the house when my 
sisters and | were kids, we ate it 
often, and there were no bad 
results. I’ll admit that our teeth 
and health have been pretty 
good, but | still don’t want my 
children to have candy. 

Once she brings it into the 
house, it is difficult to keep them 
away from it, but what to do? 
Any ideas? 

A. It isn’t easy to argue with 
facts. One of them is that sugar 
causes tooth and other 
problems. Familial tendencies 


— Quillin is not lacking for 
credentials, either. 

“’ve talked to manufacturers, 
he said, ‘‘who have said the less 
you put in (to a vitamin pill), the 
better because the FDA’s (Food 
and Drug Administration) 
attitude is the less you put in, 
the less harm you can do. A firm 
that makes both drugs and 
vitamins may be more likely to 
deliver what’s on the label 
because (companies that make) 
drugs are more closely 
monitored by the FDA.” 

Quillin is not the first to 
accuse the FDA of laxity in both 
the monitoring and enforcement 
of laws and standards. Nor is he 
the first to be challenged. 

Said Emil Corwin, press 
information officer at the FDA’s 
Washington, D.C., office: 
“Inspection is one of the areas 
we’re quite vigilant about. Any 
misrepresentation of the 
contents (of a container of 
vitamins) is subject to FDA 
action.” 

Corwin pointed to the recall in 
May of an injectable vitamin B 
complex manufactured by Del 
Laboratories of Teaneck, N.J., 
because “it was shown to lack 
substantial evidence of 
effectiveness.” 

He said the FDA does “test 
feel this is the case. With the 
instances of contaminated 
watermelons and Jalisco 
cheese, you can see that we may 
be a bit naive. 

“| would say that one-half to 
two-thirds of the manufacturers 
are trying to give you a decent 
product at a decent price. I’m 


” 


through genetics may combat 
that conclusion, but you are 
basically correct. Your opinion 
can include not only sweets, but 
also smoking and excessive 
alcohol. 


It will obviously take tact and 
sensitivity on your part to handle 
this problem with your mother. 
Expressing your love and your 
desire for her to be with your 
children will have to be balanced 
with a firm request that her gifts 
be limited to non-edibles 
because you have a balanced 
diet for them well in hand. There 
are so many other gift 
possibilities that can relate 
directly to individual interests of 
your children, perhaps including 
books, recordings or hobbies. 


Too many grandparents have a 
mistaken notion that they have 
to “buy” the affection of their 
grandchildren, not realizing that 
their time, ability to listen, and 
showing an interest in and 
understanding of what the 
youngsters are doing are far 
more important. Recognition of 
their achievements and an 
appreciation of their problems 


not out to instill paranoia. But 
after my experiences with a few 
companies, I’m more wary about 
what | buy.” 

Dr. Sheldon Hendler, a 
physician with a doctorate in 
biochemistry who authored “The 
Complete Guide to Anti-Aging 
Nutrients” (Simon & Schuster, 
$16.95), also has charged that 
“monitoring is sporadic and 
compliance uneven” in the 
vitamin industry and that 
“vitamins, minerals and other 
supplements definitely do not 
receive the scrutiny or testing 
that pharmaceuticals do.” 

Hendler raised a further , 
question: “Even if the tablets 
contain what the labels say they 
do, can the body absorb it 
properly? The fillers and 
excipients used by many 
manufacturers impair 
absorption.” 

Hendler said he was asked by 
some vitamin manufacturers to 
endorse their products. “‘! said | 
was willing to, provided that they 
analyzed their product to 
confirm that it is delivering what 
they say. The companies said 
this would be too costly and 
regularly and routinely” to see 
that the labels accurately reflect 
the contents and potency of the 
vitamins, but admitted that 
monitoring every product on the 
market is impossible. 

Historically, the FDA has 
taken a conservative approach to 
vitamin consumption. Its official 
position, as spelled out ina 
recent memorandum: 

“So-called average or normal 
eaters probably never need 


are among the ‘‘sharing” factors 
from which a grandparent (and 
the children involved) can derive 
so much enjoyment.

supplemental vitamins, although 
many think they do. Vitamin 
deficiency diseases are rarely 
seen in the U.S. population. 
People known to have deficient 
diets require supplemental 
vitamins, as do those recovering 
from certain illnesses or vitamin 
deficiencies.” 

The FDA estimates that 40 
percent of the U.S. population 
age 16 and older takes vitamin 
and mineral supplements. A 
report by General Mills Corp. on 
consumer nutrition practices 
indicated that in at least six out 
of 10 American households, 
supplements are used regularly. 
And a Gallup study found that 
more than 60 million adult 
Americans were taking vitamins 
— 85 percent of them regularly. 


“We’ve documented the value 
of supplementation,” said 
Quillin. “The next step is to 
ensure that we’re getting what 
we need. The consumer 
assumes he is being protected 
by the government, but | don’t 
involve too much research.” 

Another one of Hendler’s 
beefs with the industry is that 
some products are overloaded 
with certain vitamins to the 
exclusion of others. 


“Typically,” he said, ““B 
vitamins come in dosages that 
are much larger than necessary 
in some instances” while other 
needed nutrients are either 
omitted or severely limited. 

Hendler recommended that 
the consumer “rely on 
companies and people you can 
trust...”
